POINT-A-PITRE, Island of Guadeloup, 
May 21.—The people of Martinique believe 
that island is doomed to complete destruc- 
tion, and are leaving by shiploads. 

The steamers Horton and Salvador arrived 
here today with 700 persons who have aban- 
doned the island. 

The Norwegian steamer Helga carried 100 
refugees to St. Lucia. 

Other steamers with 1,000 refugees on 
board, are en route to this island. : 


Similar Panic in St. Vincent. 


The Island of St. Vincent is the scene of a 
similar panic. Le Soufriere is again in vio- 
lent eruption, and points like Chateau Belair 
and Georgetown, hitherto safe, are no longer 
habitable. A new volcano only six miles 
from Kingstown threatens that city: 

Other islands are believed to be in peril. 
At Dominica on Tuesday morning a fiery 
cloud, surmounted by a fleecy, white cap, 


resembling highly polished silver, was seen 


from Rozeau, on the west coast. 

From the British Island of Antigua loud 
detonations are reported. 

St. Kitts has been shaken by successive 
earthquakes. 


St. Vincent in Great Danger. 

KINGSTOWN, Island of St. Vincent, Mon- 
day, May 19.—[Delayed.]—Anether great 
eruption of the Soufriere volcano occurred 
last night. 

Today there is an alarming report, from a 
credible source, that Enham Mountain, near 
the Marrfaquia Valley, an old and ap- 
parently extinct crater, is showing signs of 
activity. This volcano is only six miles 
from Kingstown. 

Throughout Sunday the adjoining districts 
trembled and some of the shocks were felt 
here. Smoke issued from La Soufriere and 
fissures of the mountain, and the atmos- 
phere throughout the Island of St. Vincent 
was exceedingly hot. 

While the worshipers were returning from 
church at 8:30 p. m. an alarming, luminous 
cloud suddenly ascended many miles high 


in the north of the island and drifted rane 


Sishly to the northeast. Ticéessant lig 
ning fell on the mountain; and one severe 
flash seemed to strike about three miles 
from Kingstown. 

The thunderous rumblings in the craters 
lasted for two hours, and then diminished 
until they became mere murmurings. The 
remainder of the night was clear. Ashes 
fell from 10 o' clock until midnight. 


People Frenzied with Fear. 

The inhabitants were frenzied with fear 
at the time of the outbreak, dreading a repe- 
tition of the catastrophe which caused such 
terrible loss of life on this island. They ran 
from the streets into the open country, cry- 
ing and praying for preservation from an- 
other calamity. No one on the Island of St. 
Vincent slept last night. ö 

Reports received here from the districts 
in the vicinity of the volcano say that the 
rumblings of the craters were appalling and 
that streams of lava were flowing down the 
mountain side. 

The villagers, who had fled to Chateau 
Belair and Georgetown for safety, are now 
pouring into Kingstown, this being the fur- 
thermost town from the Soufriere. 


Kingstown Full of Refugees. 

The royal mail steamer Wear is bringing 
refugees here from Chateau Belair. Kings- 
town is now congested and the demands on the 
government are increasing rapidly, as more 
and more people are obliged to leave their 
homes and business. 

The continuous agitation of the volcano 
and the absence of rain has caused the vi- 
cinity of the afflicted villages to look like 
portions of the desert of Sahara. 

A thick, smoky cloud overspreads the is- 
land, all business is suspended here, the 
streets are empty, and every one is terror- 
stricken. The feeling of suspense is painful. 
People pass their time gazing at the northern 
sky, where the thunder clouds gather and the 
mournful roaring of the volcano is heard. 

Ashes and pumice stone are falling slowly 
in the out districts. 4 


Fear Martinique Is Dom/ 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 

FORT DE FRANCE, Island of Martinique, 
May 21.—The whole population of the island 
is taking refuge in this city, and the wharves 
are crowded with people begging steamers 
to carry thém to some place of safety. 

The consternation is difficult to describe. 
Mont Pelee is still active. Showers of ashes 
are continually falling over the island. 

Rocks and cinders are falling on Fort de 
France, and a general collapse of the island 
is feared. i 

The ruins of St. Pierre are now covered 
with lava, and rivers of molten rocks con- 
tinue to flow into the sea. The Village of 
Carbet has been destroyed, but as the in- 
habitants had fied no lives were lost. 

Dense clouds of black smoke hide the entire 
northern half of the island, while the roar- 
ing of the volcano’s crater and the terrific 
cetonations add to the panic. 


Violence of Mont Pelee. 


Yesterday’s eruption of Mont Pelee was 
violent in the extreme. Colossal columns of 
volcanic matter were ejected from the vol- 
cano, which rained huge, red-hot bowlders 
many feet in diameter on the ruins of St. 
Pierre and the country nearit from an enor- 
mous elevation and with fearful velocity. 
The voleanic clouds advanced until they 
reached Fort de France. 

The spectacle was appalling and beyond 
description. The whole population of Fort 
de France was thrown into a frenzy of panic, 
during which soldiers, police, men and wom- 
-en rushed through the streets, while over- 
head the glowing; flery clouds rained down 
stones, still hot, amid the swirling ashes. 


Saved on American Vessels. 

The steam launch of the United States 
cruiser ‘Cincinnati took some refugees to the 
French cruiser Suchet, and nearly. 100 per- 
sons sought refuge on the Cincinnati and on 
the United States special steamer Potomac. 

At 10 o’clock the Potomac went to investi- 
gate matters, and all reports agree that

FACTORY DEPARTMENTS JOIN. 


Results Are Fining of One Father for 
Keeping Girl Out of School, Notices 
Threatening Prosecution of Four- 
teen Others, and Evidence for Grand 
Jury of False AMidavits as to Ages— 
Governor to Be Asked to Revoke 
Notaries’ Licenses. 


One father fined for keeping his 12-year- 
old daughter out of school, prosecutions 
threatened against fourteen other, parents 
for similar offenses, evidence prepared to be 
taken before the grand jury against eighteen 
persons who are alleged to have made false 
affidavits as to the ages of their children 
are the results of action of the Department 
of Compulsory Education and State Factory 
Inspector in the last few days. 

Another step soon to be taken will be a 
demand on Governor. Yates to revoke the l- 
censes of half a dozen West Side Notaries 
Public who are alleged to have connived at 
false affidavits by parents to enable children 
to get employment in factories. 


Two Offices in Co-operation. 

The factory inspector will get the school 
children out of the factories and I will compel 
them to attend school.“ said Superintendent: 
Bodine. “ Each will supplement the other, 
and when a case requires us both we will act 
together. We are after the parents who keep 
their children out of school. The truants who 
remain away from school in spite of their 
parents will be taken care of by the Juvenile 
Court. For the parents, when they are to 
blame, the justice court and the grand jury 
will be used.“ 

John Leicht, 42 Brigham street, was ar- 
rested and taken before Justice Donoghoe 


yesterday on a warrant taken out by Mr. 


Bodine charging him with keeping his daugh- 
ter, Elsie, 12 years old, out of school. The 
child, it is said, was anxious to attend school, 
and the father wanted. her to stay at home 
and work.

Within the last sixty days the department 

has instituted 124 prosecutions under the 
truant act, the greater number of defend- 
ants being habitual truants, who were taken 
before the Juvenile Court. 
To further this. work, the department has 
instituted a house to house canvass to as- 
certain how many children between 7 and 
14 years old are not attending school. 


— Making of False Affidavits. 


The making of false affidavits as to the 
age of children long has been a hindrance to 
the enforcement of the laws, and because 
of the difficulty in securing evidence the de- 
partments have been unable to prosecute 
such parents. Recently they were enabled 
to secure evidence in the form of church 
records of birth, and these will be used be- 
fore the grand jury. 

This investigation uncovered a situation 
with which, the officials say, the Governor 
is in a position to cope. It is charged that 
several notaries public furnish blank affida- 
vits to children, who take them home, where 
the parents fill them out and sign them. 
Then the affidavit is returned to the notary 
and attested by him. A number of cases are 
said to have been discovered where such affi- 
davits have been passed down from the 
original subject to a younger sister or broth- 
er, like an outgrown coat, and used by the 
younger. | 

As a result of the recent prosecutions under 
the truancy act, the parental scltool dormi- 
tory is now filled, and acry is being made for 
the erection of another cottage at the school. 
Judge Tuthill went before the Committee on 
Sites yesterday and asked for such a build- 


ing. 
ADRIFT IN SINKING BOAT, 
DEAD MAN HIS COMPANION. 


Policeman Jeffrey Goes Out in the Lake 
to Recover Body, Is Caught in Storm, 
and Signals for Help. 


With a dead man’s body for a companion 
and over a mile from shore in a boat that 
was slowly filling with water, Lincoln Park 
Policeman Patrick Jeffrey drifted for an 
hour through yesterday’s storm in Lake 
Michigan. Finally he tied a handkerchief 
to an oar, and with this as a signal he at- 
tracted the attention of Park Policeman 
Harry Loose, who went to the rescue. The 
body of the dead man was removed to Best's 
undertaking-rooms at 1412 Wrightwood ave- 
nue. Up to a late hour last night it had not 
been identified. 

Policeman Jeffrey with a field glass dis- 
covered the body in the lake in the morning. 
A storm was approaching, but Jeffrey se- 
cured a boat and put out in the lake. He 
cruised about in the awkward craft until he 


found the body. By that time the rain was 


coming down in torrents. Jeffrey became 
alarmed. With a tin can he began to bail 
the water out of his boat. Then he gave the 
signal which brought him help. 

The body which the policeman recovered 
was that of a man about 50 years old, 170 
pounds in weight, and 5 feet 11 inches tall. 
He had dark brown hair. The police believe 
the body to be that of the man who was 
thought to have jumped off of the high 
bridge intd@the lagoon two weeks ago.

EVANSTON WINS 
A PARK BY LAKE. 


Conference Held in Palmer 
House Agrees on Com- 
promise of Pending 
Litigation. 


TRACT GOES TO STATE. 


— 


Then Attorney General Will Ask 
Legislature for Law Giving 
Title to North Shore 


Long litigation over the most valuable 
strip of lake front property in Evanston is 
to be compromised, and as a result the land 
will become a city park. This was the out- 
come of a conference held yesterday at the 
Palmer House. 

The title to the tract, which is 300 feet wide 
and seven blocks long, from Davis to Green- 
leaf street, will be vested In the State by the 
withdrawal of the pending suit, but with the 
understanding that it is to be transferred to 
Evanston by act of the Legislature. Then it 
will become a park except the west eighty 
feet, which will be a boulevard. 

The city will spend a large amount of 
money in improving the park and will extend 
it to University place. 


Present at the Conferente. 


The conference was attended by Attorney 
General Hamlin, representing the State; 
Mayor Patten and Corporation Counsel 
Paden of Evanston, and Dr. R. D. Sheppard 
and Frank Elliott, representing Northwest- 
ern University and other property-owners. 

The main purpose of the representatives 
of Evanston was to get the Attorney Gen- 
eral's consent to a legislative act transfer- 
ring the land to Evanston. Such a bill was 


laid before the last Legislature and was de- 


feated by Mr. Hamlin’s objections. After 
discussing the matter at some length yes- 
terday he agreed to approve a bill after the 
pending suit has been settled by stipulation 
in favor of the State. * 

The litigation over the tract began six- 
teen years ago in the O' Leary cow shed 
suit.” O’Leary had built a cow stable on 
land formed by accretions from the lake 
and made a stubborn fight for the property, 
but finally was defeated. Six or eight years 
ago Stanley Orr, Frank M. Elliott, and Dr. 
R. D. Sheppard, acting for himself and also 
for the university, began filling in opposite 
the property owned by them. This contin- 
ued till the strip of land made by accretions 
and filling was 300 feet wide. 


Present Suit Pending Four Tears. 


Four years ago the State began suit to re- 
cover possession ef the land, which had 
become exceedingly valuable. Numerous 
costly residences face the tract, standing on 
land owned by Mr. Orr, Mr. Elliott, the um- 
versity, and others. The defendants have 
contested the suit so vigorously as to make 
the State authorities willing to compromise.

PANIC IN A NEARBY JAIL. 


Spectacular Fire in Brooklyn Gives the 
Department a Hard Fight—Falling

New York, May 21.—[{Special.)]—Practically 
the entire block bounded by Willoughby, 
Raymond, Bolivar, and St. Edwards streets, 
Brooklyn, was destroyed tonight by one of 
the fiercest and most spectacular fires which 
the Brooklyn fire department has had to 
contend with for years. 

For a time the Raymond street jail, di- 
rectly opposite the fire, was threatened, and 
the women prisoners were taken and kept in 
the yard until the fire was out. They were 
much frightened, and a panic among them 
was kept down with difficulty. The fire loss 
was $250,000. 

The slopes of the park afforded a splendid 
point of view, and thousands of persons took 
advantage of them. The illumination was a 
brilliant spectacle, even from Manhattan, 
where people crowded out to the roofs

The ordinancé which the committee will 
ask the Council to pass, making it obligatory 
on the companies to furnish coupons to pas- 
sengers whom they cannot carry to their 
destination, is One of Alderman.

FEDERAL OFFICIALS SEIZE COPIES 
OF “ARE YOU A MASON?” 


New York Men Charge That Alexander 
Byers, Conducting Business at 144 
La Salle Street, Takes Stenographic 
Copies of New Dramas and Sells 
Them to All Comers—Case to Have a 
Hearing This Afternoon Detore 
Judge Kohlsaat. 


— — 


An alleged play factory at 144 La Salle 
street was raided yesterday by United States 
officers with a writ of replevin from Judge 
Kohlsaat's court and manuscripts of the 
play Are You a Mason were seized. 

The play factory is conducted by Alex- 
ander Byers under the name of the Chicago 
Manuscript company. Attorney Louis Steck- 
ler of New York, representing Emanuel Led- 
erer and Carl Herman, says Byers has been 
taking stenographic reports of many new 
plays and supplying the productions in full to 

managers at a low cost. Attorney Steckler 
says that he saw in the office of the concern 
at least 1,000.manuscripts of other plays. He 
says be could state positively that at least 
fifty of these were properties of other per- 
sons. 


Suit Filed for Injunction. 


The raid followed the filing in the federal 
court of a bill for an injunction in which 
Byers and the Chicago Manuscript.company 
are named as defendants. The two New 
York men, whom Lawyer Steckler repre- 
sents, are the complainants. They claim 
ownership of the play, Are You a Mason?” 

A hearing, which is expected to decide the 
right to an injunction and the ownership of 
the property found in the La Salle street 
office, will take place before Judge Kohlsaat 
this afternoon. 

The play in question,was copyrighted in 
April, 1901. The right of production was 
given to Mr. Frohman, and the piece was 
presented in Chicago last May and June. 
At that time, according to the statement of 
Lawyer Steckler, the dialogue and scenario 
of the play are believed to have been taken, 
with the assistance of a stenographer em- 
ployed by Byers. Stnce that time, it is al- 
leged, he has been advertising the piece in 
his catalogue and offering to sell it at $5 
a copy and $2.50 for each set of parts.“ 


Play Produced by Amateurs. 

Less than a month ago the New York com- 
plainants learned that the same play had 
been produced at Cuba, N. V., by an ama- 
teur company, and soon after they heard of 
other such productions. An investigation is 
said to have shown that these amateurs 
had réceived copies of the play from Byers’

DISCHARGED EMPLOYES LEAD IN 
5 THE AGITATION.

Twenty Motormen and Conductors Dis- 
missed by Union Traction Company 
and They Appeal to Their Comrades 


to Quit Work — Exciting Scene at 


Headquarters of Amalgamated As- 
 gociation—Meeting to Be Held Next 
Week to Decide on Defensive Action 


Twenty men discharged by the Union 
Traction company endeavored to precipitate 
a strike on the North and West Side lines 
yesterday. For six hours they argued at 
the headquarters of the Amalgamated asso- 
ciation, and then the organizers of the union 
induced them to go home, 

In a meeting at 5 o'clock President W. D. 
Mahon of the Amalgamated association in- 
formed the men that the company would 
be given until next Wednesday night to stop 
discharging its employés for joining the 
union, 

“If the traction company continues its 
work of discrimination,“ said Mr. Mahon, 
we will hold a meeting on Wednesday 
night, at which some action will be taken 
for the protection of the members of the as- 
sociation.” 3 

The company is breaking in scores of mo- 
tormen and conductors, but in many cases 
the union has won the new employés over, 
and they will be obligated in the Amaiga- 
mated association as soon as they are given 
“runs” by the company. The car men 
urged yesterday as an argument in favor of 
a strike that they might as well quit at once 
as wait to be ‘discharged for joining the or- 
ganization. 


Discharged Without Notice. 


The discharged men were let out at Eiston 
avenue, Division street, Noble street, arid 
Cicero and Proviso barns. Some of them 
charged that their badges had been torn from 
their caps and that they were toid to get out. 
All hastened to the headquarters of the 
Amalgamated association at 155 Randolph 
street and voiced their grievance. 

General Organizer C. O. Pratt and his as- 
sistants, Organizers George H. Shoaf and 
William Taber, had an angry crowd to face, 
and it took them several hours to quiet the 
men and send them out. The men were ad- 
vised to get out agd bring the unorganized 
men into the association. Some of the dis- 


charged employés had been with the company 


for eighteen years. 

The wives of the men are aiding them in 
organizing, two women having brought 
thirty-one applications with the necessary 
initiation fee to the headquarters in the last 
three days. The women are urging the ne- 
cessity of perfecting the organization. 


Unravel South Side Tangle.

APPROVE PRACTICE MEASURE. 


Illinois State Medical Society Recom- 
mends Bill to Be Présented to 
Next Legislature. 


Quincy, III., May 21.—[Special.]J—At this 
morning’s session of the Illinois State Med- 
ical society convention reports were re- 
ceived from officers and committees. The 
most important of the reports was one from 
the Committee on Medical Legislation, which 
presented a general practice act to be sub- 
mitted to the next session of the State Leg- 
islature, ; 

The bill was presented by Dr. ¢. E. Black 
of Jacksonville and is largely the work of 
Dr. J. A. Egan of Springfield. secretary of 
the State Board of Health. The bill is an 
exhaustive one. It creates a board of seven 
medical examiners of the State of Illinois, 
to be appointed by the Governor upon the 
recommendation of the incorporated medical 
society of the State. The members shall re- 
ceive $10 a day when in actual duty, and 
there shall be a secretary at a proper sal- 
ary, to be fixed by the board. 

No physician not already legally registered 
shall be allowed to practice without secur- 
ing a license from this board. The bill rec- 
ognizes no authority save itself, and there 
is no provision for licensing those who prac- 
tice osteopathy or mental healing, but they 
must also pass an examination, which is to 
be conducted by the board. Licénses must 
be recorded in the county in which the prac- 
titioner resides. 

Dr. Roswell Park of Buffalo, one of the 
surgeons who attended the late President 
McKinley, delivered an address on surgery.

PLEAD FOR GRAHAM 


SCHOOL TRUSTEES OPPOSE TAK- 
ING UP PROSECUTION. 


Want Defaulting Secretary, Who Re- 
paid the Shortage, Allowed to Re- 
tarn from Three Years’ Exile With- 
out Fear of Prosecution — President 
Harris Thinks Fugitive Already Has 
Made Amends and Doubts Possibil- 
ity of Conviction, 


* 


It is understood there is a growing dis- 
position on the part of many members of the 
Board of Education to refrain from taking 
any initiative toward the prosecution of 
W. A. 8. Graham, former school agent, and 
secretary of the board, who left the city 
three years ago, while his accounts were 
several thousand dollars short, and who 
has since been a fugitive, under indictment 
by the grand jury. 

Shortly after Mr. Graham's flight the 
board ascertained, with the aid of experts, 
the amount of the shortage, and soon there- 
after Mr. Graham caused the entire amount, 
together with interest, and the expense at- 


tendi the expert examination to be re- 
turned ta the board, and the money was ac- 
cepted. 


Pleased by Prompt Settlement. 

The action of-the former secretary in re- 
imbursing the board for its losses through 
him, at a time when he was reasonably free 
from any fear of apprehension, was taken 
by members of the board as evidence of his 
repentance, ahd the. disposition to punish 
him grew less intense. There is now said to 
be a feeling on the part of some members 
not only to avoid initiating any further pros- 
ecution but also to put an end to the crim- 
inal features of the case by having the in- 
dictment against Mr. Graham struck off the 
Criminal Court calendar, with leave to rein- 
state, or to have him arraigned and released 
on his own recognizance. 

If auch action were taken, it is said, Mr. 
Graham would be free to go and come as he 
pleased, so long as he lived an upright life. 

In regard ta the advisability and justice 
of such an action, President Harris of the 
board said: 

„ think Graham has made amends. He 
has paid back the money and he already has 
been punished by three years of exile from 
his family and friends. In the face of the 
restitution he has made I do not believe a 
jury would convict him if he were to be tried. 
In its decision in the case of E. 8. Dreyer, 
charged with withholding the funds of the 
West Park board from his successor as 
treasurer. the Supreme Court held that there 
could be no completed defaication until a 
demand had been made by the official's suc- 
cessor for the money and this demand re- 
fused. As Mr. Graham was a fugitive, that 
demand could not be made then, and he has 
torestalled such a demand now by the re- 
turn of the money. I do not believe in prose- 
cuting a man, where the chance of convic- 
tion is so slight.” 

Decision in Dreyer Case. 

The decision in the Dreyer case to which 
Mr. Harris referred is as follows: 

„An indictment for embezzlement under 
section 215 of the Vriminal code, which al- 
leges that at the time of the offense the 
accused was the treasurer of a municipal 
corporation must affirmatively show a fail- 
ure by the accused to turn over the funds 
upon demand made after his term of office 
had expired by the party entitled to re- 
ceive it.” | 

The prosecution of an indicted person lies 
with the State’s Attorney, and, while it is a 
well known principle of law that a felony 
cannot be compounded by the making of 
restitution, Mr. Harris believes that were 
the Board of Education to show in a posi- 
tive way a willingness to put an end to the 
prosecution, State’s Attorney Deneen would 
be influenced by such action. 

I believe Mr. Deneen would act with fair- 
ness in this matter, in so far as his duty as 
public prosecutor directs him.“ said Mr.

CATTLE ON HOOF 
MAKE A RECORD. 


Following the Federal In- 
junction Prices at the 
Yards Take a Bound. 


| HIGHEST IN MANY YEARS. 


While Lawyers Play Golf Texas 
Steers Upset the Value Es- 
tablished in 1882. 


Trading at the Union Stock-Yards yester- 
day dispelled the popular hope that the tem- 
porary injunction issued by Judge Grosscup 
against the “ beef trust would break the 
market. 

Instead of a drop, the quotations rose to 
the highest point reached this year, cattle 
on the hoof being sold at $7.65 a hundred- 
weight, while Texas range cattle brought 
} $6.85, the best price since 1882. 

Not only were the values high but the re- 
ceipts of 17,000 head surpassed those of the 
week before by 5,000. 

It was a red letter day for the Texas steer, 
the first of the range fed cattle to come into 
the local market. Since 1882 the record for 
these has been $6.80. and when it was made 
on May 25 of that year commission men pre- 
dicted it never would be touched again. 
Yesterday’s cattle were much sup¢rior to 
those of 1882, as they averaged 1,255 pounds, 
while the former holders of the high mark 
averaged only 964 pounds. The supply of 
Texas head yesterday amounted to more 
than 800, most of them being consigned di- 
rect to the packers. ; 

Throughout the yards the claim was made 
that similar gains in receipts and prices will 
continue until-the flood of range cattle comes 
in late in August, when the legal fight prac- 
tically. will be over.

HARRIMA N HAS ANOTHER PA- 
| CIFIC COAST ROUTE. 


| 
Through Trains May Soon Be Ran from 
‘This City to San Francisco Over the 
Chicago and Alton, Kansas City 
southern to Beaumont, Tex., and 
‘Then On Over the Southern Pacific 
—Reaches All the Important Gult 
‘Points. 


New York, May 21.—[Special.J]—A new 
trunk line between Chicago and San Fran- 
cisco is the result of E. H. Harriman's latest 
railroad combination. 

The new line gives the Harriman interests 
three separate and continuous routes to the 
Pacific coast. 

Harriman’s latest combination includes the 
Chicago and Alton to Kansas City, the Kan- 
sas City Southern to Beaumont, Tex., and the 
Southern Pacific to San Francisco and other 
coast points. 

This line, over which through trains will 
run between Chicago. and the coast, puts 
Chicago in close touch with every important 


gulf point. 
Links in New Line. 


The Harriman syndicate has controlled the 
Kansas City Southern since its reorganiza- 
tion a few years ago, and this control has 
been strengthened recently. The Chicago 
and Alton, a distinctively Harriman road, 
is the first link in the new trunk line. It 
connects with the Kansas City Southern 
at Kansas City, where the link begins. At 
Beaumont, Tex., the Kansas City Southern 
connects with Harriman's Southern Pacific 
system, which extends to San Francisco 
and other points on the Pacific coast. 

The combination of the three roads named 
makes a direct and quick line from Chicago 
to the Pacific coast, the advantages of which 
are augmented by the ramifications of other 
lines controlled by the Harriman syndicate. 

The recent acquisition by this syndicate 
of the Mexican International railroad and of 
a dominant interest in the Mexican Nation- 
al railroad will give the new trunk line an 
independent entrance into the City. of 
Mexico. 

The Union Pacific and Oregon Short Line, 
railroads owned by Harriman and his asso- 
clates, constitute a direct route between 
Omaha and Portland, Ore., and the Southern 
Pacific's Pacific coast division operates be- 
tween Portland, San Francisco, and Los 
Angeles. 

The Central Pacific division of the South- 
ern Pacific system is now the only line from 
Ogden to San Francisco, so that Mr. Harri- 
man can run his trains from Chicago to the 
Pacific coast over not less than three con- 
tinuous routes. . 


Has Steamship Connections. 


The Southern Pacific's TeXas and Louisi- 
ana lines touch at every important gulf point 
and connect with the Morgan steamship line 
(alse part of the Southern Pacific system), 
which has a tri-weekly service between the 
gulf and New York City. For an Eastern 
railroad connection between Chicago and 
New York. Mr. Harriman could, for the time 
being, utilize the Baltimore.and Ohio rail- 
road, of which he is a large stockholder an 
an influential director. 

Mr. Harriman's return to New York from 
his extended trip to Mexico and the Pacific 
coast is expected in about a week. His East- 
ern representatives believe that important 
plans will be submitted at the June meeting 
of the directors of the different Harriman 
roads. 

The Goulds’ policy of railroad expansion 
has added two more roads to the Wabash sys- 
tem. Syndicates practically representing 
1 BE J. Gould have secured control of the 
Ann Arbor lines and the Columbus, Sandusky 
and Hocking railroad. The Ann Arbor will 
give the Wabash an outlet to the Northwest 
for its new lines in the Pittsburg region and 
will be a feeder to the Wabash system in 
general.

While it was generally understood at the 
session of the Circuit Court that the pack- 
ers will not appear for the final hearing be- 
fore the ist of August, such was not the 
construction put upon their cou by the 
attorneys of the trust.“ Whilé the due 
course of the law requires that length of 
time, it is within the power of Special Coun- 
sel Miller to have the case up for hearing 
within two weeks. 

“The arrangement to let the matter 
take its due course is only tentative,” stated 
one closely in touch with the packers yes- 
terday. ‘‘ Now that the government has 
shown its hand, there is a chance for the 
packers to shape their legal policy. 

“The affidavits filed are mere pieces of 
paper so far as their value in law is con- 
cerned. All but a few are from discharged 
employés, and, though it is now fashionable 
to build law on such testimony, some Judge 
may take exception to the custom. Theaffi- 
davits are weak and show up more clearly 
than ever that this case cannot be handled 
by federal authorities, for no interstate com- 
merce law is broken. The testimony, too, 
seems to show that all prices have been 
made away from Chicago.“ 


Retail Market Will Wait. 


No change in the retail meat market 1s 
expected for several days, when, due to the 
high marks of yesterday, a general increase 
is apt to come. This will affect the poorer 
consumers, for the high price butchers do 
not figure on any increase so far as the best 
cuts are concerned, and the difference in 
wholesale price must be made up by the sale 
of the poorer portions of the carcass. 


MEAT SHOP CLOSED; ENDS LIFE. 


Former Merchant, Whose Business Was 
Wrecked by High Prices, Kills 
Himself. 


Anton Gurecki, who, it is said, was forced 
out.of. business as a meat dealer when prices 
look an upward bound a few weeks ago, 
hanged himself yesterday in his residence. 26 
Augusta street. When found by his wife life 
was extinct. Gurecki’s business fell off when 
prices were raised, and rather than suffer 
further losses he closed his shop. Since then 
he had been despondent.

MAKES SCENES COURT 


PRISONER - ATTORNEY M’FET- 
RIDGE SHOWS ANGER. 


Frequently Becomes Abusive Toward 
the Witnesses and Is Rebuked by 
Judge Kavanagh — Lawyer Furth- 
mann Talks of an Inquiry Later 
Into Fraticide’s Sanity—State Prob- 
ably Will Rest Today—Self-Defense 
Line Likely to Be Followed. 


Impatience and anger shown toward wit- 
nesses marked the conduct of Willlam Me- 
Fetridge yesterday in conducting his own 
defense to the charge of murdering his 
brother Robert. 

Once J reprimanded the 
prisoner-attorney, telling him not to insult 
witnesses. In the opinion of lawyers who 
have been watching the case, MeFetridge 
weakened his defense by the maner in which 
he assailed witnesses, frequently fairly 
shrieking insulting questions. 

Attorney Furthmann, appointed by the 
court to advise McFetridge, intimates that 
an inquiry into the prisoner's sanity may be 
asked. 

“If McFetridge is not out of his mind I 
do not know how to account for his de- 
meanor,“ said the attorney. 


5 Self-Defense Probable Plea. 

Aside from giving an inkling that he may 
attempt to show that he shot his brother in 
self-defense, McFetridge has thus far suc- 
ceeded in baffling the attorneys for the State 
regarding the nature of the defense which he 
intends to make when the State rests its 
case, which probably will be some time to- 


ay. 

During the proceedings many sharp tilts 
occurred between McFetridge and the wit- 
nesses. Dr. A. P. Horwitz of the Alexian 
Brothers’ Hospital was called to the stand 
at the opening of the afternoon ses- 
sion to testify regarding the condition of 
Robert McFetridge when he was brought to 
the hospital after he had been shot. In 
cross-examining the witness McFetridge en- 
tered into a duscussion of the methods em- 
ployed to restore the wounded man. In this 
he showed skill. 

What did you give that brother of mine?“ 
asked McFetridge. 

„I gave him a hypodermic injection of 
nitroglycerin and some whisky as soon as he 
was brought into the hospital,“ Dr. Horwitz 
replied, 

„What was the nitroglycerin for?“ 

“To assist the circulation.” 

„What was the whisky for?“ continued 
the defendant. 

„To counteract the nitroglycerin.” 

“Then you gave one drug to counteract the 
other before any effect had been produced?” 

„ Well. I would not put it that way,“ an- 
swered the physician. 

“Yes, that is just what you did,” McFet- 
ridge yelled, in a voice that could be heard 
out in the corridors. ‘‘ You tried to do some- 
thing for that brother of mine who is de- 
ceased, and you did it wrong. Your treat- 
ment was contrary to science, and the shock 
was severe. By your own statements you 
show your error.”’ 

Dr. Horwitz attempted to stammer as ex- 
planation, but was waved aside by McFet- 
ridge. 

Captain Schuettler on Stand. 

Police Captain Herman Schuettler, who 
arrested McFetridge soon after the murder. 
was the first witness of the day. He told 
the jury of the arrest of McFetridge, and 
described the scene at the Alexian Brothers 
Hospital when Robert McFetridge identified 
his brother as his murderer while lying at 
the point of death. This recital aroused 
McFetridge. He walked up and down. shak- 
ing his fist at the police officer and shouting 
a series of questions so fast that the witness 
did not have time to answer. 

„Did my ‘brother mention my name at 
the hospital? asked McFetridge. 

„He did.” answered the police Captain. 

“He did not put a middle letter init, did 
he?” 

‘97 do not remember,” was the answer. 

Are you sure that what you do remem- 
ber is true? McFetridge asked in a rage. 

Later in the examination he said: Alt- 
tle while ago you said that vou had told all 
you know; now you are telling more.

THIEVES ROB CITY SEWERS | 


CARRY OFF IRON FRAMES AND 
COVERS OF CATCH BASINS. 


Property Valued at $7,000 Stolen and 
Puablic Work Injured to Like 
Amount—Four Places Visited in One 
Night—Junk Dealers Believed to Be 
Involved to the Extent of Selling 
the Metal—Chief of Police Notified 
and Arrests Expected.

Rob Four Sewers in a Night. 


While the gang has been operating since 
early spring, its latest work was on Tuesdcy 
night. The thieves visited a contract just 
completed in South Forty-second avenué, 
near Van Buren street, and tore out the iron 
work from four sewers, entailing a loss of 
$400 in material and for reconstruction. 

When the series of robberies was first de- 
tected it was noted that only the iron ma- 
terial was stolen. Inis property is heavy 
and cumbersome, requiring the services of 
more than one man in handling, and the use 
of a wagon for removal any distance.

He may be absent- 
minded or preoccupied, but the hideous 
pageantry of these signs win intrude upon 
his consciousness. He finds himself the vic- 
tim of florid cigar ladies, deformed oatmeal 
imps, and beer and bean bogies, and he is 


Flad to get home at night and welcome the 


less frightful specters that a rightmare 
brings. A city so much given over to this 
‘form of ugliness must ever be without 
charm or dignity, and will appear but as a 
chamber of horrors to those who entertain 
in any degree a love of the beautiful. 


THE CASE AGAINST THE PACKERS. 

Counsel for the packers did not resist the 
granting of a temporary injunction direct- 
ing them to refrain from further operations 
under their alleged illegal agreements “ iu 
restraint of trade and commerce.” The 
among other 
things, to fix by agreement the prices at 
which they will sell dressed meats; to 
curtail shipments of meats to particular 
markets through a common understanding; 
and to receive freight rebates on their ship- 
ments of dressed meats from the railroad 
companies. 

It the counsel for the packers had not 
acquiesced in the issuance of the temporary 
injunction the affidavits submitted by the 
representatives of the government would 
have justified the court, unless the state- 


ments made in them were fully disproved, 


iu making the restraining order. The atf- 
fidavits make out a strong prima facie case 
against the defendants. Presumably the 
packers have confederated to regulate 
prices. Their counsel argues that they 
cannot regulate the price of fresh meats if 
they should wish to doso. He asserts that 
his clients do perhaps 40 per cent of the 
meat business and that the price of fresh 
“meats is not fixed by the sellers of 40 per 
cent thereof.” This is too broad a state- 
ment. Whenever the demand for meat is 
anywhere near equal to the supply unity of 
action on the part of firms controlling two- 
fifths of the supply when exerted in the 
direction of higher prices, tends to force 
prices up. Furthermore, in the great East- 
ern cities more than 40 per cent of the meat 
is supplied by the Chicago packers. What- 
ever may have been the effect of the agree- 
ments of the packers, the agreements them- 
selves clearly are in violation of law. 

There may be persons who look for a 
decided fall in the price of meat as the im- 
mediate result of the issuance of the tem- 
porary injunction. If prices are not affect- 
ed by it at onee they will be much disap- 
pointed and will demand further and more 
energetic proceedings. There should be no 


impatience, All shguld be willipg to wait

a few weeks to ascertain the effect of the 
restraining order. The packers, knowing 
that a sudden fall in prices will confirm 
the public in the belief that they have been 
in a conspiracy, will manage somehow to 


| prevent an immediate drop in the price of 


meat. 


THIS IS NOT HONORABLE WARFARE. 

The Secretary of War sent to the Senate 
early this month detailed information from 
responsible sources as to the condition of 
the Filipinos in the concentration camps 
established temporarily by Brigadier Gen- 
eral J. F. Bell. The chief commissary 
officer on duty in the Philippines, who in- 
spected the camps last March, reported that 
there was an abundance of food and the 
inhabitants were cheerful looking and had 
the appearance of being well fed. There 
were no indications of discontent. In the 
opinion of the chief commissary “ the na- 
tives will be decidedly improved by virtue 
of having lived in these well regulated camps 
of instruction and sanitation.” Colonel 
Wagner, who inspected concentration 
camps a few days later, reported his in- 
ability to find among the people any evi- 
dences of misery or neglect.“ In reality 


| they were far happier than they were be- 


fore they went iBto camp, when they were 
plundered and cruelly treated by the guer- 
rilla bands, which have now been broken up. 

To break the force of this direct and posi- 
tive testimony from’ officers of rank and 
reputation, Senator Bacon of Georgia brings 
forward a letter from an anonymous army 
“officer, for whom he vouched and whom 
he knew personally,” giving a dolorous de- 
scription of an anonymous reconcentration 
camp, where the rain fell continually—no 
unusual occurrence in the Philippines dur- 
ing the rainy season—and where sickness 
raged and where vampire bats flitted about. 

Senator Bacon asks the people to take 
the word of a nameless officer in preference 
to the statements of well-known officers 
because the Senator vouches for his un- 
named correspondent. The American peo- 
ple are not prepared to do thaf. They take 


much confidence in it—to believe ill of it 
on the strength of the statements of men 
who hide their names, especially when the 
statements are authoritatively contradict- 
ed. In a court Senator Bacon would not 
ask that credence be given to the story of 
an anonymous witness against the reputa- 
tion of any one. In the Senate he utilizes 
such stories to assail the reputation of his 
own government and its army. 

Senator Bucun did not shine in Tuesday’s 
debate as lawyer or as patriot. Nor did 
Senator Hoar gain any credit for himself. 
To weaken the force of the testimony of 
the army officers whose reports had been 
submitted by the Secretary of War the 
Senator from Massachusetts said it was 
difficult to get army officers to testify re- 
gardiug the situation. They were brave 
men,” said he, “but they flinched from 
making criticism. -They were apt to fear 
that their promotion, for which they were 
constantly striving, would be affected.“ 

This is an attack by insinuation which 
is unworthy of the Senator from Massa- 
chusetts, who assumes to stand on a higher 
moral plane than any of his colleagues. 
The insinuation that the hope of promotion 
affects the trustworthiness of the state- 
ments of army officers or closes their mouths 
when they should speak out originates in 
the mind of a man so set in his beliefs 
that he will give credence to no story which 
contradicts them, even though it may fall 
from the lips of angels. a 

Senator Hoar is seeking by hint and in- 
nuendo to smirch the witnesses who tes- 
tify as he does not wish them to. This 
is not fair play. This is not in accordance 
with the exalted code of Senatorial con- 
duct Senator Hoar has framed. It is not 
in accordance with the rules of conduct 
which obtain among ordinary mortals. The 
inability of the opponents of the Philippine 
policy of the administration to be fair in 
their arguments and statements is one of 
the striking evidences of the weakness of 
their cause. , 


PROTECTING THE CROSSINGS. 

The Council last week passed ordinances 
requiring the Western Indiana, the Belt 
railway, and the Chicago Terminal Trans- 
fer company to construct and maintain 
gates at eight grade crossings in the Thirty- 
fourth Ward. Some of the crossings in 
question, which are unprotected in any 
way, are extremely dangerous. 
thousands of school children are obliged 
to cross the tracks. Some children have 
lost their lives at the crossings which the 
railroad companies are ordered to look after. 

The ordinances in question provide that 
if gates are not put up within thirty days 
each train must come to a full stop at every 
crossing. Should the companies refuse to 
obey orders in this respect, engineers, con- 
ductors, and other teainmen are to be ar- 
rested and fined heavily. 

These are ordinances which should be 
enforced rigorously. It is scandalous that 
the railroad companies should have allowed 
the crossings in question—and other cross- 
ings—to remain unprotected so long. The 
cost of guarding them would have been 
trivial, but while railroads frequently lay 
out money where it is not needed they are 
often reluctant to spend it for necessary 
purposes. 

The guard gates and watchmen are only 
a makeshift provision for the safety of the 
adults and children who cross the unpro- 
tected tracks. The Council is not abandon- 
ing its campaign against grade crossings. 
The three railroad companies which have 
been mentioned have thus far stubbornly 
refused to elevate their tracks. It will 
take some time to compel them to do so. 
In the meanwhile nothing remains but for 
the city authorities to do all in their power 
to compel the companies to make their cross- 
ings as safe as possible. Legislation with 
that end in view will be upheld by the courts. 


FIGHTING HOT WEATHER. 

The Chief of the Weather bureau says 
he has invented a gravity air-cooling ma- 
chine by which houses may be kept at a 
temperature of 70 degrees during the dog 
days. He has not yet made known what 
the cost of installation and maintenance 
of the apparatus will be. That is the 
serious question. The feasibility of secur- 
ing a reasonable degree of coolness in of- 
fice buildings or residences in msummer 
never has been questioned. The difficulty 
is to produce artificial coolness inex pensive- 
ly—to bring it within reach of lean purses, 
Much was said two years ago about the 
utilization of frozen air for house cooling 


purposes, but frozen air has dropped out of 


sight. 

Life would be more comfortable for many 
if moderate house temperature could be 
had in hot weather. The people who make 
their living by selling ice cream, fans, and 
soda water, and stronger cooling beverages 
would find their trade injured, but the work- 
ers in the cooler homes or offices would he 
benefited. They, would be enabled td do 
more work with less effort. 

Methods of keeping men comfortable in 


extremely cold weather have been devised,

It may fairly be said that man has con- 
quered cold weather. He has not learned 
how to deal with hot weather, especially 
in climates like this, where there are only 
a few weeks in a year of extreme heat and 
where houses must be built with an eye to 
cool weather. 

It the Chief of the Weather bureau has 
an air cooling machine which will do its 
work well and will not cost too much it is 
in his power to become a millionaire. In- 
stead- of receiving a moderate salary for 
making more or less accurate predictions 
about the weather, he can receive princely 
royalties from all the great stores and many 
of the factories in this country for giving 
them in summer just the kind of weather 
they wish for. What store in Chicago 
or elsewhere would refuse to @ttract shop- 
pers by putting in a machine which main- 
tained an indoors temperature of 70 de- 
grees when the themometer on the street 
registered over 90 degres? Then the pev- 
ple who go now to the seashore or the moun- 
tains to get cool would spend their days 
at the down-town department stores. 


TEMPER JUSTICE WITH MERCY. 

W. A. 8S. Graham, ex-Secretary of the 
Board of Education, was at one time a 
defaulter for a considerable sum of money 
and became a fugitive from justice. The 
matter was afterwards settled to the on- 
tire satisfaction of all the members of the 
board, for the money was entirely refund- 
ed. Yet Mr. Graham is unable to return 
to town or make an effort to earn an honest 
livelihood in this country because the penal- 
ty of the law is over his head. 

It does seem as if this was a case which 
called for some degree of reasonable in- 
dulgence and compassion. In the opinion 
of Mr. Harris, the President of the board, 
it would be impossible to convict Graham 
because the precedent established in the 
Dreyer case would be sufficient to acquit 
him in any court. No formal demand was 
made upon Graham for the money he held 
because the officers of the board were un- 
able to find him at the proper time, and 
restitution, was made before formal pro- 
ceedings were taken against him. 

It is believed the State’s Attorney is 
willing to nolle the 
Graham and take no action against him if 
the Board of Education will pass a resolu- 
tion to the effect that it is satisfied the 
ends of justice have been met and that 
no good end can be accomplished by prose- 
cuting him on a technicality. There should 
be some member of the board who has 
in his composition an admixture 6f good 
sense and compassion and who has suf- 
ficient courage to move the proper resolu- 
tion. The board should have sufficient in- 
dependence to pass it unanimously. Pri- 
vately, nearly every member is in favor 
of giving this man, whose fault was rather 
one of impulse and momentary aberration 
than a studied course of misconduct, a 
chance to return to the United States and 


earn an honest living, not necessarily in 


Chicago, but perhaps in some remote West- 
ern State or Territory. : 

What good end can be served by banish- 
ing Graham to south Africa or the utter- 
most parts of the earth when the money 
he took has been refunded? He has an 
interesting wife and children dependent 
upon him and isreally anxious and willing to 
make amends for his past misbehavior. We 
hope there will be found some member of 
the Board of Education who sees.the mat- 
ter in the proper light who will be fearless 
enough to. offer a resolution that will untie 
the hands of the State’s Attorney. Such 
a resolution, if offered, ought to have in- 
stant and general support. 

It is well enough for men to bend back- 
wards and insist upon the strict enforce- 
ment of the letter of the law. Some men 
are disposed to do so when they represent 
great corporations. But, after all, there 
is no man so good that he does not need 
a little merciful judgment on the part af 
his fellow-men. We should all remember 
that on a certain occasion when “ the one 
without sin” was invited to cast the first 
stone no rocks were thrown. 


THE CITY MUST HAVE GOOD MILK. 

The people of Chicago are beginning to 
have good reason to think that their milk 
supply is not all it ought to be. About five 
months ago one of the Assistant State Food 
Commissioners made a report on certain 
rural dairies and creameries. In that re- 
port there was a great deal said about stale 
milk, moldy vats, greasy faucets, and de- 
eayed flooring. The picture presented to 
one’s mind was not pleasant. It did not 
recall Arcadia, with Phyllis, Corydon, and 
the rest. It made one feel a little bit dubious 
about God’s having made that particular 
part of the country which the report de- 
scribed. : 

It seems now that the country is not 
alone in its disregard of the rules which 
should govern the handling of milk. Com- 
plaints were filed day before yesterday 
against three Chicago milk dealers who are 
said to be careless in their methods. They 
keep their cows crowded together in old 
sheds without the proper amount of light 
and air; they make no attempt to keep the 
animals clean, and the food supplied con- 
sists largely of vinegar swill from a neigh- 
boring distillery. If these charges are true 
the conditions revealed are as bad as those 
which Paul Leicester Ford makes his hero, 
Peter Stirling, investigate and attack in 
New York. There is room then for a Peter 
Stirling in Chicago. 

It may be pointed out, however, that if 
any one wishes to be a Peter Stirling he 
must make up his mind toa warm summer’s 
work. An occasional raid upon a small 
dealer accomplishes nothing. What's need- 
ed is a comprehensive system of inspection 
and a rigid enforcement of penalties. The 
raid method has been tried in Chicago with 
policy shops and opium dens. It means 
much in the way of blackmail, but little in 
the way of permanent suppression. The 
man who gives Chicago pure, wholesome 
milk will have to proceed to his destination 
by another route. He will have to organize 
a corps of inspectors who will subject all 
milk entering Chicago to a scrutiny which 
must be regular, methodical, and unflinching. 
It will be well, of course, to make an “ ex- 
ample” of some offending dealer now and 
then. It must not be supposed, though, 
that a few “examples” scattered through 
the summer will placate the public. The 
public will demand pure milk. It wants 
pure milk re than it wants examples.“ 
The State Pure Food commission and the 
City Health department together ought to 
be able to see that it gets what it wants. 
It is perfectly certain that if it does not get 
what it wants it will hold the State Pure 
Food commission and the City Health de- 
partment responsible. 

The question is a serious one. The health 
of thoftsands of persons, and especially of 
children, depends on the way in which it is 
answered. Nathan Straus has proved in 
New York the close connection there is 
between good milk and public health. In 
1891, when he began his distribution of 
sterilized milk the death rate of children 
under 5 during June, July, and August was

REFRESHING SOUTHERN FRANKNESS. 

The New Orleans Picayune records the 
fact that in a few fleeting years the Louis- 
jana negro will have learned to read as a 
result of the efforts of Northern men, as- 
sisted by enthusiastic Southern educators.” 
Thereafter the negro cannot be kept from 
voting by the illiteracy clause. We can im- 
agine the sarcastic inflection placed on the 
phrase “ enthusiastic Southern educators ” 
both by the Picayune writer and his readers. 

The Picayune proceeds to discuss in a 
frank and engaging vein the best ways and 
means to keep the negro from voting after he 
has become too intelligent to be barred by the 
present tests: 

Article 198 of the Louisiana State constitution 
of 1898 requires of every registered voter under 
the age of 60 years that he must pay his poll tax 
for each of the two years preceding public elec- 
tions before he can vote. The amount of this poll 
tax is $1 for each year. . 

This requirement was put in the constitution as 
a safeguard against the negro vote. It is im- 
possible not to see that the negroes are rapidly 
learning to read and write, and that the time is not 
far distant when they will no longer be excluded 
from the ballot by the barrier of illiteracy. The vig- 
orous movement fathered by Northern men and as- 
sisted by enthusiastic Southern educators, now in 
progress, to promote the education of the negroes 
and the illiterate whites in the South, Is going to 
bear abundant fruits, and in a few years there 
will be few negroes who ‘will be excluded from 
the polls by Inability to read and write. 

Then the South will have upon it again the 
black peril in a more dangerous form than ever 
before, because the negroes educated will be more 
aggressive and more intelligent in their aggres- 
siveness than when they were wholly illiterate. 
It was to meet this condition that the poll tax re- 
quirement was put into the constitution, because 
it was supposed that the negroes, who had been 
accustomed to receive money for their votes, 
would not be willing to pay for the privilege 
of voting, while the small sum of the poll tax 
would be readily paid by the whites when they 
knew it was a special safeguard for the main- 
tenance of white supremacy in public affairs. 


Presumably when the blacks shall have 
gone still further and have become suf-. 
ficiently “intelligent in their aggressive- 
ness to pay the dollar a year poll tax, the 
whites will have to fall back on the good 
old Southern custom of shotgun challenge. 
Is it likely?

COACHING—A LEADING’ SPORT. 


Description of the Nature Study 
Picture Given Free with To- 


day’s Tribune.“ 


OACHING, which had its origin in 
England, was brought to the United 
States about 1864 by Leonard Jerome, 
although the exact date is a matter 
of discussion, and he was the first to 

drive four horses to a coach made in this 
country. The New York Coaching club was 
founded in 1875 by Mr. Jerome, James Gor- 
don Bennett, Frederic Bronson, William Jay, 
De Lancey Kane, Thomas Newbold, William 
P. Douglas, 8. Nicholson Kane, and A. 
Thorndike Rice. In 1808 the club had thirty- 
five coaches, and no one could become’ a 
member of the organization who did not own 
a drag or was a son of a member whois part 
owner. There are two coaching parades an- 
nually, the first taking place in May in New 
York and the other at Newport in August, 
but in summer long drives are taken through 
the mountains. 

Some of the noted whips of this country, 
apart from those mentioned above, are 
Colonel John Jacob Astor, T. Suffern Taller, 
former Secretary of the Navy William C. 
Whitney, Alfred Vanderbilt, Louls Boissevain, 
Frank Sturgis, Prescott Lawrence, several 
members of the Belmont family,. Bobbie ” 
Gerry, George Haven, Henry Payne Whit- 
ney, “ Reggle Rives, and others. This 
year the parade in Central Park was not as 
large as usual, there being, for some reason, 
a lack of interest in it as compared to some 
of the years past. It was quite a fashionable 


| event, nevertheless, and New York's best so- 


ciety was represented in the clubhouse at 
Morris Park. Some Philadelphia coaches 
were in line. 

Colonel De Lancey Kane was the first to 
use the term tallyho now applied to all 
four-in-hand coaches. He named his coach 
the Tallyho,”’ and from this the term came 
to mean any four-in-hand. 

Coaching as a sport and pastime was un- 
known before the advent of railroads: Pre- 
vious to that time all coaches driven four-in- 
hand were public conveyances. Modern 
coaching dates from the early '60s. A coach 
was run from London and Brighton by men 
who were of the old coaching days and en- 
joyed driving. It did not pay. but was con- 
tinued for pleasure. In 1878 a new depart- 
ure was made when Major Dixon and others 
put on the St. Albans Wonder,“ James 
Selby being one of those who held the 
reins. Selby later started a ‘ subscrip- 
tion’ coach, a system which became pop- 
ular. Young bloods of the aristocracy and 
the wealthy class subscribed £100 ($500) or so 
to have the privilege of driving the coach at 
least once a week. The fares go to the own- 
ers, the subscribers seeking only the pleas- 
ure of driving. Pleasure coaching in London 
is now largely patronized by Americans. In 
1895 About a dozen coaches ran out of Lon- 
don on sightseeing trips, and the number 
has been largely increased since then. 

The dress for coaching consists of a dark 
green dress coat with black velvet corner, 
yellow striped waistcoat, and black 
trousers. The name coach comes from 
Kotze, in Hungary, where the first coach 
or conveyance in which the roof was part 
of the frame was made in the sixteenth cen- 
tury, although covered vehicles had been 
in use since 1204. A covered four-wheeled 
wagon was used in Rome 350 BB. C. 


LETTER OF MAROQUISE DE FONTENOY

ORONETS are of relatively modern 
origin, and in olden times it.was a cap 
that constituted the token of rank of 
great nobles. These caps were called 
Caps of Estate,“ and were similar to 

the so-called Cap of Maintenance,”’ which 
it is the hereditary privilege of the Merquises 
of Winchester to bear before the sovereign 
perched on the end of a short staff of office 
on all state occasions. When King Richard 
II. 500 years ago created five Dukes in a 
single day it is recorded in the Rolls of Par- 
liament,“ still existence at the Record of- 
fice in London, that in each case the King 
„ mist sur son chef un cap de honeur et 
dignité de Duc” (put on the head of each a 
cap of honor and of the dignity of Duke). . 

English Marquises and Earls, who wore 
circlets of gold, were not permitted to add 
caps to them until in the sixteenth century, 
and according to Sir Harris Nicholas the sov- 
ereigns of England from the most remote 
period until the reign of King William IV. 
(that is to say, the immediate predecessor of 
Queen Victoria) proceeded to their corona- 
tions with a ducal Cap of Estate on their 
head. 

It was not until the seventeenth century 
that the coronets of Dukes, Marquises, and 
Earls definitely assumed the shape in which 
they now appear, and it was Charles II. who 
was the first to accord to Viscounts and 
Barons the right to wear coronets at all. 
Until then they had worn on state occasions 
a crimson cap turned up with ermine and a 
gold tassle on the top. 


The first Napoleon, when, after the great 
revolution, he reintroduced titles of nobility 
into France, ordered that the toque or cap 
should constitute the ensign of the various 
grades of rank rather than coronets, Dukes 
had a cap of black velvet turned up with 
ermine, with a gold aigrette clasp in front, 
surmounted by seven ostrich feathers and six 
gold callop shells. The cap of Princes was 
turned up with vair instead of ermine. The 
caps of Counts were likewise of black velvet 
turned up with ermine with a gold and silver 
aigrette clasp surmounted by five ostrich 
feathers and four callop shells, two of gold 
and two of silver. There were no Marquises 
created by the first empire, nor yet Vicomtes, 
but Rarons had a ‘cap similar to those of 
Counts, with, however, only two silver cal- 
lop shells and three ostrich feathers sur- 
mounting it. 

On the restoration of the Bourbons all these 
Napoleonic nobles quietly assumed the coro- 
nets, following therein the example of the 
nobles of prerevolutionary days in France, 
and Napoleon III. made no attempt to re- 
suscitate the Cap of Estate at the ex- 
pense of the coronet in connection with the 
titles that he conferred. I may add that at 
the coronation of the various Bourbon sov- 
ereigns in France no coronets were worn ex- 
cept by the representatives of the six original 
feudal peers of the kingdom. 


From St. Petersburg I hear privately that 
several of the Granddukes, alarmed by the 
conditions of affairs now prevailing in Rus- 
sia, and which they ascribe to reactionary 
influences, are collectively bringing pressure 
to bear upon the Czar to introduce a more 
liberal and representative form of govern- 
ment. They are doing this on the ground 
that the future of the dynasty is at stake, 
and that as agnates of the imperial house 
they have according to the statutes of the 
latter a right to bring matters to the notice 
of the Emperor where their dynastic inter- 
ests are.concerned. I understand that those 
who are in sympathy with this movement, 
which is actuated not so much by concern 
for the welfare of the people as for that of 
the house of Romanoff, are the Grandduke 
Vladimir, younger brother of the late 
Czar: the Grandduke Constantine Constan- 
tinovitch, President of the Imperial Acad- 
emy of Sciences, poet, and Muscovite inter- 
‘preter of Shakspeare’s works, both in print 
and on the stage; Grandduke Alexander 
Micaelowitch,- the sailor brother-in-law of 
the Czar and translator into Russian of all 
the works of Captain Mahan, U. S. N.; and 
Grandduke Nicholas Nicholaewitch. It is 
understood that they enjoy in the matter the 
sympathy and support of the young Em- 
press, but are. bitterly opposed by her 
mother-in-law, the widowed Czarina, and by 
‘the Grandduke Sergius, who is at one and 
the same time the brother-in-law and the 
uncle of the Emperor.

supers are paid at the rate of thirty-five 
cents a performance, with a raise to fifty 
cents if their work is particularly heavy. 
Their maximum weekly income is therefore 
$4.50, out of which they are obliged to pay 
fifty cents each week to the super-cap- 
tain, an official whose duties will be ex- 
plained. Women supers in the better class 
houses are paid $6 a week, though that rate 
is by no means universal. Occasionally, 
when the women supers are expected to 
furnish their own evening gowns or other 
costumes, as in the Suburban, they get as 
much as $8 a week and some managers 
do not require them to pay any part of 
their income to the super-captain. 

The standard price for children who work 
as supers is $3 a week and they also are 
released from any obligations to the super- 
captain. 


— 

When a producing manager is about to 
put on a play in which a large number of 
supers are required he gives a memoran- 
dum to his super-captain, specifying the 
number of supers he requires, and how 
many of each sex, with such further details 
as may be necessary to a complete under- 
standing. 

The super- captain is usually an em- 
ploye of the theater in some other capacity, 
occupying as a rule the post of stage door- 
keeper. As super-captain it is his duty to 


‘bring on the stage the number and kind 


of supers wanted at the appointed time, 
though frequently the women supers are 
employed directly by the manager. 

It is no trouble at all to get any number of 
men supers that may be wanted. All the 
captain has to do is to visit a number of the

AMERICAN WAR VESSELS SALUTE

Representative from State Department

D. Peirce, and Commander B. R. Rodgers— 
reached Annapolis from Washington by

Go Aboard the Gaulois. 


Immediately thereatter the United States 
commissioners proceeded in a launch to the 
Gaulois, and as they approached the French 
battleship a salute of fifteen guns was fired. 
As soon as the commissioners touched the 
deck of the Gaulois they were greeted by 
General Brugere, Admiral Fournier, and 
their staff officers. 

Those present as commissioners from 
France were as follows: General Brugere, 
Admiral Fournier, General de Chalendar, 
Lieutenant Colonel Meaux Saint-Marc, Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Hermite, Commandant Ber- 
thelot, Capitaine de Poilloue de St. Mars, 
Capitaine Filloneau, Capitaine Lasson, Lieu- 
tenant 1 Sauvaire Jourdan, Lieu- 
tenant Commander de Reinach de Werth, 
and Lieutenant Commander Le Jay. 

After greetings had been exchanged the 
visitors were escorted to the cabin, where 
the brief ceremony of welcome and response 
at once took place. 


Formal Addresses Exchanged. 


Assistant Secretary of State H. H. D. 
Peirce spoke on behalf of the government of 
the United States as follows: 

General: This commission now present 
has been charged by President Roosevelt 
to welcome you and your colleagues to the 
United States in his name and to express 
his hope that you will enjoy your stay in 
our country and carry away with you an 
agreeable impression of the United States, 
its institutions, and people. On behalf of our 
President I bid you welcome.” 

General Brugere was quite as brief but no 
less cordial than Assistant Secretary Peirce 
in his response. He said: 

Gentlemen: I thank you in the name of 
President Loubet and the French people for 
the kind welcome which you have accorded 
to us. It is & great pleasure to me and my 
colleagues to visit you on such an occasion 
of international esteem as the unveiling of 
the Rochambeau monument, and I am sure 
we will carry back to France the most 
agreeable recollection of our stay in your 
midst. 


Thankful for American Aid. 


“Since our departure one incident has oc- 
curred which will stir the heart of every 
Frenchman in grateful recognition of Amer- 
ican friendship, and this is the immediate 
and munificent aid which was extended to 
our stricken countrymen on the Island of 
Martinique. Gentlemen, I thank you for 
your generous welcome.”’ 

The American commissioners spent a 
pleasant half hour on the Gaulois and then 
returned to the Dolphin, im the meantime 
having paid formal calls upon the Olympia 
and Alabama. Later in the afternoon the 
French commissioners made a.return call 
upon the American commissioners on board 
the Dolphin, after which the Dolphin re- 
turned to Annapolis. 

Go to Capital Today. 

Upon the return of the Dolphin, Colonel 
Bingham and the French Embassy officials 
disembarked and returned to Washington,

TURK MAY DEFY EUROPE. 


SULTAN SAID TO PLAN SEIZURE 
OF PLEDGED REVENUES. 


Ottoman Treasury Practically Bank- 
rupt and Need of Funds So Pressing 
That Grand Visier Is Likely to Force 
a Crisis by Using Cash Receipts Al- 
ready Mortgaged to Foreign Credit- 
ors—France and Germany Will Take 
Lead in Bringing Porte to Time.

LONDON, May 22,3 a. m.—A dispatch 
which has been received here from Gonstan- 
tinople throws a lurid light on the financial 
strain of the Turkish government. The 
situation apparently is worse than at any 
time since the bankruptcy of 1876. The new 
Grand Vizier, who is a man of vigor and 
really wishes to get good work done, does not 
know which way to turn, as all branches of 
the administration are dreadfully hampered 
through the impoverishment of the treasury 
and the immense accumulation of arrears of 
pay. 


Sultan May Defy Europe. 


There is good ground for believing that he 
ig at present contemplating the confiscation 
of the revenues already ceded to foreign 
creditors, about $15,000,000 a year het. Thi 
could be done easily. 

It is likely, however, that Europe woul 
act with unity and energy in event of sucha 
breach of faith, instead of relying on paper 
protests, as in the case of the Armenian 


| massacres. The French government would 


no doubt put itself in the forefront in de- 
fense of the European banking interests, 
and Germany, with important railway 
projects in Asia Minor, would certainly not 
be content to adopt a mere passive attitude. 

English press comments on the inaugura- 
tion of the Cuban republic provide interest- 
ing reading. The expectation is generally 
expressed that the infant republic will at no 
remote date be absorbed into the United 
States, on the ground that the islanders will 
prove their unfitness to govern themselves 
when they are given a fair trial. The mean- 
ing of this is that few people here ever seri- 
ously imagined that the independence of 
Cuba would become an accomplished fact, 
and, although the United States is heartily 
congratulated on the fulfillment of its pledge, 
most editorials suggest that Uncle Sam will 
gladly welcome any opportunity that will 
give him an excuse for adding the Pearl of 
the Antilles to his property. 


Confident Peace Is Near. 


Notwithstanding the discouraging tele- 
grams from Pretoria the prevailing feeling 
here is that peace is still in sight. There 
were heavy buying orders for consols on the 
Stock Exchange yesterday in anticipation of 
a favorable termination of the Boer confer- 
ence. Botha, Schalk Burger, Lucas Meyer, 
and eleven other Boer leaders arrived at Pre- 
toria from Vereenigineng on Sunday night. 

Invitations for the coronation are issued 
and they do credit to the Duke of Norfolk, 
who is responsible for the design. The card 
is about 10x8 inches. In the center is the 
invitations in gold lettering. At the top 
corners are the arms of the King and Queen, 
and around the card runs a deep border, in 
which devices emblematic of the United 
Kingdom and colonies are introduced into 
heraldic design, all in mezzotint.

C., for Port au Prince, 
Hayti, on May 16, to protect American Inter- 
ests. It is due to arrive at its destination 
today. 


AVOIDS OFFENSE TO FRANCE. 


Spain Forbids Pro-English Demonstra- 
tion by Spaniards in Honor of 
Duke of Connaught. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
MADRID, May 21.—The government has 
forbidden a demonstration of the pro-Eng- 
lish Spaniards, which was planned in honor 
of the Duke of Connaught, the special rep- 
resentative of Great Britain at the corona- 
tion of King Alfonso, as a protest against 
a Franco-Spanish alliance. These pro-Eng- 
lish Spaniards intended to have a parade to 
express their sentiments. The Cabinet for- 
bade it, ag it was felt that the demonstration 
would be construed as an insult to the French 


Lieutenant Benjamin B. McCormick, the 
commander of the steamer, did great work. 
He went in close to St. Pierre, and found 
that city had been bombarded with enor- 
mous stones from the volcano and that the 
ruins left standing after the first great dis- 
aster had been nearly razed. Millions of 
tons of ashes then covered the ruined city. 

Lieutenant McCormick took on board the 
Potomac 180 refugees, the oldest of whom 
was 72 years and the youngest 8 days old. 
The Lieutenant fed them and brought the 
party to Fort de France. This work of res- 
cue was difficult and dangerous. 


Funeral of Consul Prentis. 

The remains of Mr. Prentis, the American 
Consul at St. Pierre, who lost his life on 
May 8 when that city was overwhelmed oy 
the eruption of Mont Pelee, were buried here 
this afternoon. The body, which had been 
brought here from St. Pierre on board the 
navy tug Potomac, was taken from that ves- 
sel and placed in a carriage. Other carriages 
followed the remains to the cemetery. 

As the cortége passed through the streets 
the people saluted the dead. The funeral 
was an extremely simple one, The intention 
to give the dead Consul a military funeral 
was abandoned and there was no salute fired 
at the grave. Captain McLean read the fu- 
neral service and the body was then con- 
signed to the earth, after which the little 
party departed. 


Dixie Arrives at Martinique. 


Washington, D. C., May 21.—Secretary 
Moody has received a cablegram from Cap- 
tain Berry of the Dixie announcing the ar- 
rival of that relief ship at Fort de France 
today. He added that he would leave half of 
the relief stores at Martinique, where there 
already was sufficient food, and carry the re- 
mainder to St. Vincent.

Volcanic Activity in France. 

PARIS, May 22, 3 a. m.—The Petit Jour- 
nal says that uneasiness exists concerning 
a voleano which, up to the present time, 
has been supposed to be extinct, at St. Pierre 
de Varenes, between ‘Couches-les-Mines 
and Creusot, in the southof France. Rumb- 
lings, accompanied by a trembling of the 
earth, were noticed at St. Pierre de Varenes 
the early part of the week and last Sunday, 
and again at 2 o'clock in the morning of 
Monday, and the people of the town be- 
came ’panic-stricken. 


EARTH QUAKES IN FLORIDA. 


Almost Continuous Shocks for Three 
Hours Reported at St. Augustine 
Not Recorded at Jacksonville. 


St. Augustine, Fla.) May 21.— Almost con- 
tinuous shocks, presumably of earthquake, 
were felt here from 9 o’clock until midnight 
last night. 

The earthquake was accompanied by a 
succession of short but decisive reports, like 
distant cannonading, seemingly from far 
out at sea, The sounds were unlike thunder, 


(having no reverberating roll, and were ac- 


companied by decided tremors, while the 
sky in the southeast was suffused with a 
glow. 

The reports came at intervals of perhaps 
three minutes, and persons who remember 
the earthquake at Charleston say the noises 
were similar to the subterranean noises ac- 
companying that occurrence. 

The sound traveled from the south to 
southeast. 

The night was perfectly clear. A number 
of citizens gathered on the sea wall and 
timed the intervals between the reports. 


Not Recorded at Jacksonville. 


Jacksonville, Fla., May 21.—The Weather 
bureau says no earthquake shocks were re- 
corded by the instruments last night. 


Volcanic Dust at Charleston. 
Charleston, S. C., May 21.—The local fore- 
cast official reported today that he observed 
volcanic dust in the air last night. A red 
sunset was caused by the particles. 


DISCOVERS A NEW VOLCANO. 


Captain of Norwegian Steamer Arriving 
at New York Reports Eruption 
at Diamond Rock. 


New York, May 21.— [Special. Captain 
Hansen of the Norwegian steamship Talis- 
man, in today from Barbados, discovered a 
voleanic eruption, hitherto unreported, on 
Diamond Rock, an uninhabited little island 
about two miles southeast of Diamond Hill, 
the extreme southwest point of Martinique. 
The apex of the rock is 574 feet above the 
sea. 

The Talisman drew near the rock before 
sunrise on May 13. Captain Hansen noticed 
a bright light near the top of the rock. He 
thought at first it was the searchlight of a 
warship. As dawn broke and the light was 
still glowing he decided that it was likely 
that refugees from Martinique were on the 
rock burning signals for assistance, 

Captain Hansen steamed within 1,000 feet 
and noticed that the glow was from a hole 
in the rocks. While he was steaming closer 
there was a great whiff of fire and smoke 
from the hole shooting down toward the sea, 
instead of skyward. It was like a puff from 
a big gun ona rampart. The outpour of fire 
and smoke grew worse, and the Captain 
decided to get out of range and headed on 
his course,

BOER LEADERS AT PRETORIA. 


London Dispatches Declare British 
Terms Have Been Rejected and That 
Burghers Demand Independence,

LONDON, May 21.—It was made known 
today that Schalk Burger, Botha, De Wet, 
Delarey, and Lucas Meyer left the Boer 
conference at Vereniging and went to Pre- 
toria last Sunday. They all lodged in the 
house next to General Kitchener's. 

From other sources it is learned that they 
were the bearers of proposals wholly dif- 
ferent from those of the British—in fact, 
their proposals were tantamount to terri- 
torial independence. 

All the circumstances detailed in the dis- 
patches, which are closely censored, go to 
show that the essential conditions on which 
the cessation of hostilities was asked were 
rejected. 


RUSSIAN SPIES SENTENCED. 


Men Whose Revelations Will Cost Aus- 
tria Large Sum to Be Confined 
in a Fortress. : 


VIENNA, May 21.—Two Russian spies, 
Zaleski and his stepfather, Schuster, have 
been sentenced to four and one-half and 
three and one-half years at hard labor re- 
spectively at the Fortress of Przemysi, in 
Galicia. They communicated to Russia not 
only the plans of mobilization of Austrian 
troops, but supplied exact plaster and clay 
models of fourteen Galician fortresses. One 
newspaper published here says that the two 
men will cost Austria many million crowns.

HAVANA, May 21.—The Republic of Cuba 
faces a financial crisis at its beginning. The 
Treasury contains considerably less than a 
milliqn dollars. Customs receipts have 
fallen off appreciably in the last few weeks 
and heroic measures must be adopted at 
once. It is even hinted that a tem ry 
loan from wealthy citizens may be solited. 

President Palma insists the republic must 
live within its income, even if salaries have 
to be further reduced. Increased internal 
revenue taxes may have to be 1 
This, it is feared, will have a bad effect. 


Eleven by Bomb. 
Last night half of the residents of the city 
were on the streets until a late hour, watch- 
ing the fireworks at Morro Castle and ad- 
miring the illumination of the city. During 
the night some one threw a bomb into a 
crowd of people, injuring eleven of them. 
Pieces of iron and nails were found in the 
wounds of those who were hit. 


Palma Moves Ino Palace. 

President Palma and his family moved into 
the palace this morning. Ags his private 
office the President uses the same quarters 
occupied by General Wood. The President's 
message is not yet finished, but it will be 
ready for presentation to Congress on Fri- 
day. In it President Palma will pay tribute 
to the United States and express his sincere 
and undying gratitude for fts part in estab- 


| lishing Cuban independence and government. 


He will urge &mmercia! relations with all 
foreign countries, but the question of a 
reciprocity treaty with the United States wil! 


probably be left until it is decided what re- 


duction is to be made on Cuban products. 


Festivities Still Continue. 


Although the festivities of the inaugura- 
tion continue, Havana is much quieter. Most 
of the American visitors left this morning. 
Several arches were only completed today. 
Probably the most artistic is one containing 
pictures of Marti, Cespedes, and Agramonte, 
over which is a huge star, brilliantly H- 
luminated tonight. Another has on it a 
clock with hands pointing to twelve, the 
hour the Cuban republic was born. 

All business is at a standstill. Colonel Has- 
kins, commanding the American artillery 
force left at Cabanas Fortress, has ordered 
his men not to go over to Havana in uniform. 
Even the officers, some of whom are here to- 
day, appear in civilian clothes. This action 
is taken to prevent any comment on the con- 
tinued presence of United States troops in 
the capital, who are really only coast artil- 
lery, which the Cuban government has con- 
sented shall remain. 

Manuel Ros, who was General Palma’s 
secretary during the junta days in New York, 
will be retained as private secretary. 


. Illumination of the City. 


The illumination of the city was probably 
never gurpassed in an American city. The 
facades of the hotels and lines of the arches 
were picked out in electric lights, Japanese 
lanterns swung from trees in the parks, 
colored lanterns of some ancient design 


glowed above the door of nearly every resi- : 


dence, and the driveway leading to the ocean 
front was roofed with a myriad of multi- 
colored globes. 

The feature of the fireworks display from 
the forts acros sthe bay were an immense 
Cuban flag, which rose in the heavens and 
floated over the city, and portraits of Pres- 
ident Palma, General Gomez, General Marti, 
and other Cuban heroes. 


Spanish Citizens Friendly. 


Significant of the acquiescence of the 
wealthy Spaniards in the new government, 
was the fact that a Cuban flag was hoisted 
over the Casino by the side of the banner of 
Spain. 

It is universally recognized here that the 
attitude of the Spaniards, who have hereto- 
fore been annexationists, because of their 
fear of the Cubans, may be the determining 
factor at no distant day. They possess 70 
per cent of the wealth of the island, and, if 
treated fairly and given a proper share in the 
government, as President Palma seems dis- 
posed to do, it is believed they may prove a 
strong bulwark of the republic. 


New University Inaugurated. 

President Palma today laid the foundation 

stone of an arch in commemoration of fhe 
establishment of the republic, and he was 
also present at the inauguration of the new 
university, for which the old Spanish mill- 
tary pyrotechnia building is used. The build- 
ing was prepared for this purpose by the 
military government. It was formerly used 
for the manufacture of ammunition and 
cartridges. Sefior Palma planted a tree in 
the grounds. The President also yisited the 
Orphans’ Home. 

The fact that no salute was fired when the 
cruiser Brooklyn, with General Wood and his 
staff on board, Morro Castle yester- 
day afternoon is explained by the fact that 
there was no ammunition at the castle. 

A popular banquet was given tonight at the 
Tacon Theater. 

In the Senate today Sefior Sanguily at- 
tacked the President for appointing the 
Secretaries of State before the government 
had been handed over to him.

Executive Committee Will Di- 


rect Affairs Through Re- 
gency of Three. 


FREEDMAN NOT WANTED. 


Five Dollars 4 Square Inch Is 
Paid for Piece of New 
York Ground.

At the meeting of the Tammany Executive 
committee tomorrow morning the most 
radical change which 
has been undertaken 
in the management of 
Tammany Hall as a 
political organization 
for years will be put 
into effect. The members of the Executive 
committee, twenty-seven of whom were pres- 
ent or represented at a conference held this 
evening in the Grand Union Hotel, will vote 
to recommend to the general committee the 
abolition of the historic subcommittee on 
finance, the chairmanship of which has been 
held by the leader of Tammany Hall in all 
of its palitical battlas. 

It was declared this evening the vote on 
this proposition would be unanimous. By 
abolishing the Finance committee the gen- 
eral committee will put Andrew Freedman, 
who is Richard Croker’s mouthpiece in this, 
country, out of the position of trust which 
he occupies now, and the kitchen cabinet 
will fall to the ground. 

Members of Tammany Hall of all factional 
stripes said this evening that they were 
agreed unanimously that Freedman must be 
put out of Tammany Hall before there could 
be any peace in it. 

The district leaders who were at the con- 
ference decided to favor the appointment of 
a committee of three members of the Exec- 
ive committee to constitute a)regency, 
v hich will act in the place of a leader until 
lir. Croker returns or his influence is broken 
in the organization. 

It was declared that the Committee of 
Three, the regency, would consist of Charles 
F. Murphy, leader of the Eighteenth As- 
sembly District; Daniel F. McMahon, lead- 
er of the Seventeenth Assembly District; 
and President Louis Haffen, leader of the 
Thirty-fifth Assembly District. 

When the committee meets tomorrow 
there is likely to be something of a fight over 
this regency. Many of the leaders are in 
favor of having the members of the Execu- 
tive committee compose a Committee of 
Control, consisting of thirty-seven men, and 
some of them may bring this before the 
Executive committee. But the Sullivan- 
Croker combination has enough votes to 
put the regency plan through. 

It is said that in place of the Finance 
committee, which, under the rules of Tam- 
many Hall, is charged with the duty of 
collecting funds for the use of the County 
committee, a Campaign committee would 
be appointed, and would be required to make 
an accounting to the Executive committee, 
in order that there never might arise again 
a question as to the amount of money that 
was raised in any campaign or the manner 
in which it was spent.

TALKS OF SOLDIERS’ DUTY 


PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT MAKES 
DEDICATION ADDRESS. 


Speaks at Unveiling of Monument to 
Heroes of War with Spain—Shaft at 
Arlington Erected by Society of 
Colonial Dames—Brilliancy and 
Valor the Speaker Declared to Be 
Less Needful than the Cdénsistent 
Adherence to Duty. 


Washington, D. C., May 21.—President 
Roosevelt today unveiled the memorial shaft 
erected at Arlington by the National Society 
of Colonial Dames in memory of the soldiers 
who fell. in the recent struggle between 
Spain and the United States, 

The ceremonies were in charge of Major 
General John R. Brooks, Commander of the 
Department of the East, the military estab- 
lishment being represented by a battalion of 
engineers, a battalion of marines, Light Bat- 
tery of the Fourth Artillery, two squadrons 
of the Second Cavalry, and over 500 vet- 
erans of the Spanish-American war. 


Speech of President Roosevelt. 

As the shaft was unveiled the artillery fired 
the national salute, after which President 
Roosevelt delivered the following address: 

Mrs. President and members of the so- 
ciety, and you, my comrades, and finally offi- 
cers and men of the regular army, whom we 


took as our models in the war four years ago: 
„It is a pleasure to be here this afternoon’ 


to accept in the name of the nation the 
monument put up by your society to the 
memory of those who fell in the war with 
Spain; a short war; a war that called for 
the exertion of only the merest fraction of 
the giant strength of this nation, but a war 
the effects of which will be felt through the 
centuries to come by the changes it wrought. 
It is eminently appropriate that the monu- 
ment should be unveiled today, the day suc- 
ceeding that on which the free republic of 
Cuba took its place among the nations of the 
world as a sequel to what was done by those 
men who fell and by their comrades in 08. 


Purpose of War Achieved. 


We went to war for a specific purpose. 
We made for Cuba a specific pledge, and we 
redeemed that pledge to the letter. And I 
think, my comrades of the war, that we have 
peculiar reasons to be proud of one of our 
fellows who served with us in that war and 
under whom, during the last few years, Cuba 
has been; under whose administration Cuba 
has taken those strides forward which have 
fitted it to stand alone—I speak of General 
Leonard Wood. And great though the serv- 
ices were that General Wood rendered during 
the war, they have been surpassed by the 
inestimable service he has rendered in peace 
to Cuba, and, therefare, to our nation, for 
our interest was bound up in the success and 
welfare of Cuba. ; 

And a word here where we meet to honor 
the memory of those who drew the great 
prize of death in battle; a word in reference 
to the survivors. I think that one lesson 
every one who was capable of learning any- 
thing learned from his experience in that 
war was the old, old lesson that we need to 
apply in peace quite as much—the lesson 
that the man who does not care to do any 
act until the time for heroic action comes 
does not do the heroic act when the time does 
come. 


War Not All Spectacular. 


„Tou all remember, comrades, it is barely 
possible some of you remember being the man 
who when you enlisted had a theory that 
there was nothing but splendor and fighting 
and bloodshed in the war, and then had the 
experience at once of learning that the first 
thing you had to do wasto perform common- 
place duties, and perform them well. I re- 


member one time in my regiment a young: 


fellow who had come down to fight for his 
country complaining that he had been doing 
nothing but digging kitchen sinks, to which 
the answer was obvious that he was to go 
on digging kitchen sinks. And the work of 
any man in the campaign depended upon the 
resolution and effective intelligence with 
which he started about doing each duty as it 
arose, not waiting until he could choose the 
duty that he thought sufficiently spectacular 
to do; doing the duty that came to hand. 
That is exactly the lesson that all of us need 
to learn in times of peace. 

It is not merely a great thing but an in- 
dispensable thing that the nation's citizens 
should be ready and willing to do for it at 
time of need, and no preference for that 
other quality could atone for the lack of such 
readiness to lay down life if the nation calls. 
But, in addition to dying for the nation, you 
have got to be willing and anxious to live for 
the nation, or the nation will be badly off. 


Each Man to His Duty. 


“And now I am speaking in all serious- 
ness, I never see a gathering of this kind; 
I never see a gathering under the auspices of 
any of the societies which are organized to 
commemorate the valor and patriotism of 
the founders of this nation; I never see a 
gathering composed of the men ready to vol- 
unteer in time of war or who fought in the 
great civil war, or in any of the lesser con- 
tests in which this country has been en- 
gaged, without feeling the anxiety to make 
such a gathering realize, feel, each in his or 
her heart, the all-importance of doing the or- 
dinary, hum-drum, commonplace duties of 
each day as those duties arise. 

Some of the effect on the day of battle 
is to be found in the aggregate of the individ- 
ual performances of duty during the long 
months that have preceded the day of battle 
and the way in which a nation will arise toa 
great crisis is conditioned upon the way in 
which its citizens have habituated them-< 
selves to act in the ordinary affairs of the 
national life. You cannot expect that much 
will be done in the supreme hour of peril by 
soldiers who have not fitted themselves to 
meet the need when need comes, and you can- 
not expect the highest type of citizenship to 
be shown in the periods when it is needed if 
that citizenship has not been trained by the 
faithful performance of ordinary duty. 


Brilliancy Not Needed. 


What we need most in this republic is 
not special genius, is not unusual brilliancy, 
but the honest and upright adherence on 
the part of the mass of the citizens and of 
their representatives to the_fundamental 
laws of private and public morality, and we 
shall succeed or fail in making this republic 
what it should be made—I will go a little 
further than that—what it shall and must 
be made, according to the manner in which 
we seriously and resolutely set ourselves to 
do the task of citizenship, which consists 
of doing the duties, private and public, which 
in the aggregate make it up.“

ANDREW WALLACE, Chicago, who died 
on Tuesday at his residence, 3439 Vernon 
avenue, will be buried today. Mr. Wallace 
was 77 years old and had been Wice Presi- 
dent of the Fort Wayne Car Wheel company 
ever since it was founded. He was one of 
the oldest members of St. Andrew’s society. 
His death was caused by inflammatory rheu- 
matism. He is survived by a wife and four 
children—Mrs. B. Kilgore, Agnes Wallace, 
Andrew Wallace of the Lehigh Valley Coal 
company, and Michael Wallace.

COMPROMISE ON 
CREED PROBABLE. 


Presbyterian Assembly Likely 
to Delay Action on Im- 
portant Topies. 


EACH SIDE TOO WEAK. 


Both Willing to Postpone Final 


Decision for a Year—Mis- 
sionaries Heard. 


New York, May 21.—[Special.]—Although 
today's gessions of the Presbyterian General 
Assembly were important, they have been 
overshadowed by the debate on creed re- 
vision which is to open tomorrow. 

More than at any time since the report of 
the Revision committee was presented, com- 
missioners have today been dscussing the 
subject and offering each other opinions as 
to the action that ought to be taken by the 
assembly. 

It is understood on the authority of sev- 
eral members of the committee that there will 
be little effort to force definite action this 
year. The most that is hoped is to secure an 
expression of opinlon from the assembly 
that the short statement of faith is a good 
one, and action sending it to the presbyteries 
for an expression of their opinions. This 
would defer final adoption or rejection until 
the assembly of next year, and it is part of 
the plan to continue the present Revision 
committee. 

The election of Dr. Van Dyke as Moderator 
was effected by so close a vote that neither 
party in the assembly is confident of suffi- 
cient strength to secure any action other than 
some such compromise. 


Talk of Foreign Missions, 

The subject of foreign missions was para- 
mount in today’s sessions, all the morning 
being given to it, as well as a mass-meeting 
in Carnegie Hall tonight. The Rev. Court- 
ney H. Fenn, one of the men who passed 
through the siege of Pekin, made the report 
of the Standing Committee on Foreign Mis- 
sions. He reviewed all branches of the work 
of the board and announced that $1,097,637 
had been contributed for it in the last year, 
the largest receipts of any one year in the 
history of the board. Lest there should be 
undue self-congratulation on the part of the 
churches, however, Mr. Fenn said had it not 
been for an increase in the number and 
amount of legacies the board would have to 
report a debt, for contributions from 
churches, Sunday schools, and individuals 
were nearly $25,000 less than last year. The 
report was adopted with a recommendation 
that the churches contribute at least $1,500,- 
000 to foreign missions in the coming year. 


Many Tell of Foreign Lands. 

The Rev. Dr. Arthur J. Brown, one of the 
Secretaries of the board, who has just re- 
turned after a sixteen months’ absence vis- 
iting the Asiatic missions made an address 
in which he described his experiences. Mis- 
sionaries from Mexico, Japan, and Corea 
also spoke.

be held in Liverpool in the summer of 1904. 
The assembly is entitled to about seventy 
delegates and those named will act as a com- 
mittee to select the balance, reporting the 
names at the next assembly. 

A resolution was adopted denouncing Sun- 
day work on the grounds and buildings of 
the Exposition at St. Louis. 

The Judicial committee recommended that 
the appeal of the Rev. E. T. Fleming from 
the synod of Illinols and his complaint of 
the action of the Chicago Presbytery be 
referred to a judicial commission for trial. 


Colleges Need More Money. 

Reports of the standing committees on pub- 
lication and aid for colleges were made at 
the afternoon session. The Rev. Dr. Ed- 
ward C. Ray of Chicago, speaking on the lat- 
ter report, argued for better support of Pres- 
byterian colleges in the West, and the Rev. 
Dr. Herrick Johnson of Chicago, President 
of the Board of Aid for Colleges, made a stir- 
ring address in the same strain. The princi- 
pal speaker for the work of the Board of 
Publication was its Secretary, the Rev. Dr. 
E. R. Craven of Philadelphia. 


Addressed by Wanamaker. 


A foreign mission rally was held tonight 
at Carnegie Hall. John Wanamaker pre- 
sided. In appealing for missions he said: 

To my mind to self-center ourselves in 
our cities and neighborhood, and stop short 
of foreign lands without missionary work, is 
to hold back the day of our Lord's coming to 
the old world he was born in, tramped over, 
and was buried in, and promised to come 
back to. ‘ 

The Christian heart has the motive all 
right, but needs a locomotive, of which the 
minister must be the engineer and the mem- 
ber the fuel. In our faith there is for the 
soul of man certain resurrection, but there 
is no resurrection for a lost opportunity.” 


Scores Archbishop Ireland. 

Dr. Arthur J. Brown, discussing the con- 
ditions in the Philippines, said: 

9 Archbishop Ireland has said that the 
Protestants have no right in the Philippines; 
that they should get out and give the Roman 
Catholics a chance; they should let the Cath- 
olics have control of things. If that is so, 1 
would like to ask the Archbishop if he will 
stand for the disgraceful condition the 
islands are in now? 

Ireland says let the Roman Catholics 
have a chance. I say the Roman Catholics 
have had a chance for 300 years. I say in 
the name of humanity let the Protestants 
have a chance, 

I have been asked to describe the pros- 
pects in the Philippines several times since 
my return. Now, it all depends upon what 
prospects you mean. If you mean the pros- 
pects for making money, I say the prospects 
are mighty poor. If you mean the prospects 
for trouble, they are good, but if you mean 
the prospects for doing good, they are mag- 
nificent.”’ 

Southern Church Acts on Creed. 

Jackson, Miss., May 21.—At the sixth day 
of the Genera! Assembly of the Presbyterian 
Church in the United States Dr. Walden's 
resolution to strike the following out of the 
report was adopted: 

That in place of the language now con- 
tained in the first sentence of section 3, chap- 
fr 1, of the Confession of Faith, the follow- 
ing be used: 

„All infants dying in infancy are in- 
cluded in the election of grace and are re- 
generated and saved by Christ through the 
Spirit, who worketh when and where he 
pleaseth.’ ”’ 

Baptist Union in Session. 

St. Paul, Minn., May 21.—A resolution call- 
ing for a committee of fifteen to investigate 
and report at the 1903 session upon the ad- 
visability of consolidating the several socie- 
ties of the Baptist Church was adopted by the

That while we recognize cer- 
tain possible dangers in the theory and 
practice of such organizations, we regard 
membership in such orders as purely a mat- 
ter for the conscience of the individual, and 
believe that no conditions of church mem- 
bership should be imposed which exclude | 
from Christian fellowship sincere followers 
of the Lord Jesus Christ.“ 

The resolution was introduced just before 
the hour for adjournment, and was laid on 
the table with the understanding it would be 
the first thing on the program fur discussion 
tomorrow morning. 


Constitution Is Amended. 

At the business meeting of the Illinois 
Home Missionary society the corporate body 
of the Congregational association the con- 
stitution was amended in regard to the ad- 
ministration through the corporate body. 
The amendment provides that thereafter 
each of the thirteen lesser associations in 
the State shall be empowered to appoint 
three members of the Illinois Home Mission- 
ry society, and that the other six members 
necessary shall be elected at large at the 
general meeting.

The horses have been stabled 
at Churchill Downs ever since their noted 
owner returned from England, and while 
not much has been said about them or their 
work, turfmen at Louisville profess to be- 
lieve that he has many a good one in his 
barn which he will spring upon an apprecia- 
tive public at the Chicago tracks.

Five of the Public Choices Fall by the 
Wayside—Second Place Their 
Usual Position. 


Favorites were bowled over with distress- 
ing regularity at Worth yesterday.

After the third first choice fell by the way- 
side the talent skinned the program over 
carefully in hopes of lighting on an outsider, 
but C. B. Campbell and Jerry Hunt stuck out 
so much stronger than the others the patrons 
of the track went to that pair in the fourth 
and fifth races with as much confidence as 
they went to Belle Graham, Botany, and 
Josette in the first three races, only to see 
them, like the other favorites, finish second. 


Five Fall in Succession. 


This continuous performance of first 
choices getting beat naturally depleted the 
wallets of the regulars, and when the last 
race was due they were pretty well drained. 
If picking the winnefs in the first five events 
looked easy, and was hard, the sixth was 
the most difficult of the afternoon, There 
was no odds-on favorite to buck against, but, 
on the other hand, three of the seven start- 
ers — Major Mansir, Mihasa, and Merops— 
were practically equal choices, each being 
held at about 3 to 1. 

This made the winner a difficult problem 
to solve, and became more so by the strong 
tips circulated on Legal Maxim and Isabey.

The general supposition is that when favor- 
ites lose the bookmakers win. That holds 
good ‘sometimes, but not yesterday, as the 
winners were heavily backed by certain 
coteries and gave the bookies’ a severe 
monetary trouncing. Of course the out- 
siders, that is, those that are not wise to 
what is going on in the inner circle, backed 
„dope, and as all dope figured the fa- 
vorites the best, they went under. Not so, 
however, with the smart set, those that 
sauntered into the betting ring with stable 
information up their sleeves. They did not 
fall over each other to get their money down 
on Belle Graham, Botany, and other seem- 
ingly good things, not any odds-on favorites 
for them. And so the disastrous day ended 
with the patrons of the track unloading to 
the bookies and the latter, in turn, handing 
the money over to the smart set with double 
interest.

Kan- 
sas reports were of marked improvement 
since the rains.

Corn Movement Still Light. 


Corn opened about steady, but moved up 
Ke easily on a continuation of the buying 
by shorts which had been the feature of the 
day before.. There was also apparently some 
local bull effort on the small receipts. July 
went from 61%éc to 62%c in the first hour, but 
thereafter the trade was dull and the mar- 
ket eased back to 62%-\c, a net gain of \-\c. 
Country sales were reported smaller in Iowa, 
but Illinois sold more freely, two concerns 
getting 80,000 bu. The movement, however, 
continues small, and this is still the main 
consideration. There were only 30 cars here 
and but 45 estimated for today, while 165,000 
bu were loaded out. Primary receipts were 
247,305 bu, compared with 1,201,967 bu a year 
ago. There was a fair shipping demand, 
with sales of 150,000 bu. Clearances were 
4,242 bu. The conspicuous feature of the pit 
trade was the selling of July and buying of 
September by Armour, in spite of which the 
July premium widened kc to 1%c. Harris- 
Gates sold some early and bought later, but 
not in a large way. There wae profit taking 
on, the rally, and local shorts who have been 
covering--Friedman, Elwell, and others— 
apparently decided the market had had its 
advance and began putting out their lines 
again. Liverpool cables were indifferent 
up -M since Thursday. 


More Active Trade in Oats. 


All the conditions tended to a more active 
and stronger market in oats, and both cash 
and the futures did better, the latter mak- 
ing a net advance of %c for the July deliver- 
fes, as compared with Tuesday. Patten was 
a big buyer in the pit and as free a seller of 
the cash property, letting go about 75,000 bu 
for immediate shipment South. The remain- 
der may not go out this week but will be 
moved as rapidly as possible. Bartlett-Fra- 
zier were also fairly steady pit buyers of 
July. The demand for new July from vari- 
ous sources is showing considerable improve- 
ment. Reports were that the crop needed 
rain in the Ohio Valley, while the conditions 
in the gulf States were alleged to be highly 
unfavorable.

Haines wired Richardson from Wichita, 
Kas.: Reports to Millers’ association all 
tell of marked improvement in wheat since 
the rains. The crop is now assured. Esti-

There is one section of the country the re- 
cent rains have missed. The first drought 
complaint in two weeks came yesterday 
from Kyle, O., to the effect: We are hav- 
ing a severe drought here, oats pastures and 
meadows poor, and wheat suffering, turn- 
ing yellow at the roots. Without rain this 
week many fields will not make half a 
crop.“ 

It is the gossip of the corn pit that the St. 
Louis interests have been buying at inter- 
vals through Harris-Gates for several days, 
believing it would be easier to get the mar- 
ket up by that means, and that the Eastern 
‘crowd has been doing nothing. There fs no 
idea the St. Louis interest is accumulating 
a line, simply scalping the market, selling 
through other houses. 

“The wheat situation is certainly weak,“ 
said Fred Uhiman of the Rosenbaum Grain 
company. Winter wheat mills have 
stopped buying, expecting to get new wheat 
from Texas in a few weeks. We are bid- 
ding 15c less for red winter in some sections 
than we could afford to do a few weeks ago, 
and it has drop from 10c premium over 
hard winter to about the same price in parts 
of the Southwest.“ 

Eastern glucose plants have been bidding 
for corn in Chicago, pretty good evidence 
they are unable to get enough to supply 
their wants in Ohio and Indiana. A New 
York dispatch told of an Ohio miller who 
had been bidding 67e ve get- 
ing any and must close his mill. 

Tt — been the old story in Wheat.“ said 
Rycroft, ‘‘ an attempt to bull a bear market, 
and, of course, it failed. Pit traders can bid 
it up, but there is no outside demand to take 
it off their hands. Europe is certainly not 
going to help bull this market, for 10,000,000 
bu were shipped to her last week, and there 
are 48,000,000 bu on passage. I hear no re- 
ports of alarm on the other side because of 
bad weather. 

Van Dusen-Harrington of Minneapolis, in 
a circular setting forth crop conditions in the 
Northwest, say they are generally fine, ex- 
cept in the Red River Valley. Detailed re- 
ports from that section claim only 25 per cent 
at some points, and from that up to 75 per 
cent of the wheat area will be seeded, owing 
to the prolonged wet weather. At Argyle, 
Grafton,. and Halsted not over 25 per cent 
will be seeded, it is claimed. All reports 
from the valley, however, report consider- 
able increases in the oats, flax, and barley 
areas. The Minneapolis Journal summarizes 
a large number of crop reports from the 
Northwest, .showing that the acreage to 
spring wheat is 12.26 per cent less than last 
-year, while corn increases 21.9 per cent and

CUT BY GREAT WESTERN. 


Grain Rate from Kansas City 
Reduced to Meet Charge by 
Gulf Route. 


Information, claimed to be authentic, was 
received yesterday that interests friendly to 
the Wabash railroad company had acquired 
a controlling interest in the Ann Arbor rail- 
road. The price paid and the amount of the 
new interest were not disclosed. 

The Ann Arbor railroad runs from Toledo, 
O., northwest to Frankfort on the east shore 
of Lake Michigan, a distance of 292 miles, 
and owns steamboat lines running from 
Frankfort to Manitowoc and Kewaunee, 
Wis., and Menominee and Gladstone, Mich. 
At Kewaunee connection is made with the 


Green Bay and Western road, which runs to 


Winona, 289 miles, and which gives it an out- 
let over the Milwaukee and St. Paul, Bur- 
lington and Northern, St. Paul, Minneapolis 
and Omaha, and Wisconsin Central for St. 
Paul and Minneapolis. 

The road has been one of those paupers 
which nobody owned and which never 
Was affiliated with any of the large railroad 


 gystems. The Ashleys of Toledo and A. W. 


Wright of Alma, Mich., for years have been 
the principal stockholders, and it has been 
known for some time that they wereanxious 
to sell and put the road in stronger hands. 
The Wabash connects with the road at To- 
ledo, and it can utilize it to better advantage 
than any other road with the exception of 
the Michigan Central and Lake Shore. It 
has been believed all along that the Vander- 
bilts would secure control of the Ann Arbor 
road and make it a part of the Michigan 
Central system, and it seems strange that 
they should allow it to be gobbled up by a 
competitor like the Wabash. 

President Ramsey of the Wabash says the 
purchase was not directly made by his road. 


Great Western Cuts Grain Rate. 


Western roads are much wrought up over 
a reduction made in the grain rate from Kan- 
gas City to Chicago by the Chicago Great 
Western railway. The regular rate is 12 
cents a 100 pounds. The reduced rate filed 
with the Interstate Commerce commission 
by the Great Western is only 7 cents. Com- 
peting roads say they cannot see what mo- 
tive the Great Western had in making the 
reduction, when there is hardly any grain 
to move. The other roads say they will not 
meet the reduced rate. The Chicago Great 
Western people claim to have been forced 
to make the reduction by the action of the 
Missouri Pacific and the Missouri, Kansas 
and Texas roads in violating the agreement 
to charge 15 cents on grain from Kansas 
City to the gulf. Instead, it is said, they 
have been making a 12-cent rate. By mak- 
ing a 7-cent rate to Chicago the Great West- 
ern claims to be evening up the through rate 
via Chicago to the Atlantic seaboard with 
the rates to the gulf. 


Alton Earnings Show Decrease. 

The statement of earnings for April, issued 
by the Chicago and Alton yesterday, makes 
an unsatisfactory showing, there being a 
decrease in net earnings of nearly $34,000. A 
decrease of nearly $50,000 is shown since 
July 1. The company must do much better 
for the next two months if it means to come 
out even with last year at the end of the 
present fiscal year on June 30. Following i* 
a detailed statement:

BENTLEY MUST SHOW BOOKS 
OR BE SENT TO JAIL TODAY. 


Member of Printing Firm Fails to Obey 
Subpoena in Trial cf Ex-South Town 
Collector Fuller. 


If John F. Bentley of the printing firm of 
Bentley, Murray & Co. fails to produce the 
firm's books in Judge Brentano's court this 
morning at 10 o’clock he must go to jail. 

He was the first witness yesterday in the 
conspiracy case now on trial against John S. 
Murray, his partner, and Harry H. Fuller, 
formerly South Town Collector. Though or- 
dered to produce the books in court he failed 
to do so. Bentley refused to place the books 
before the grand jury once before, and was 
sentenced to jail for sixty days. He ap- 
pealed from the decision and a supersedeas 
enabled him to secure his liberty. That case 
still is pending. 

On the stand yesterday Mr. Bentley said 
his firm had done the printing for the South 
Town while Fuller was in office. 

„After being subpcenaed 1 looked for the 
books of my firm,” he said, but could not 
find them.“ 

Upon a plea set up by J. Stuart Beattie, 
one of the lawyers for the defense, that Mr. 
Bentley did not have jurisdiction over the 
firm’s books Mr. Eentley was given until thie 
morning to show cause in writing why he 
should not go to jail for contempt.
